THE MEXICAN SITUATION 


(From Dayton News) 


The murder o£ a number of Americans by outlaws in Mexico 


recently is a grave matter, of course; but inasmuch as the 
crime 


was not committed <by an "army," or under-the direction of any 
one claiming to hold all or a part of the territory, tt IB enhrelj 
different from other disturbances which have taken 
place down 


there 
It must 0>e abated; we can not allow citizens oi this coun- 


try to be murdered in Mexico. But our grievance in this instance 
is not the same as in other instances, as where Villa or Zapata, or 
any other revolutionist, committed the deed. 


General Carranza is endeavoring to catch the culprits. He 


may be aible to do so. If he does, and they are punished for the 
crime, we can have no further interest in the matter; that is, we 
can not make it an "international affair." 
But if the outlaws are 


not captured;, if they are permitted to run at large; if they com- 
mit further crimes, we shall probably co-operate with Carranza m 
restoring order Iby running down the murderers. But we shall 
probably do so in co-operation with the Carranza government, wm 
not endeavor to ourselves seize the government of Mexico. 


The crime committed against the Americans was similar to one 


committed in this country several years ago in New Orleans agamst 
citizens of Italy. It is also on a par with the crimes committed 
iroon several occasions against citizens of China, out in the western 
mountains. In each of these instances we disavow any intention 
to mistreat or discriminate against citizens of other countries; we 
assure the nations of which the dead are citizens that we will prose- 
cute those who are accused of the crime, and we make every effort 
to cateh and to convict the murderers. But we always fail m that. 


The hysterical cry that this government ought to go to Mexico 


»nd take charge of affairs in pure demagoguery, or 
worse. 
Cer- 


tainly it is not founded on the wisdom of the day. Generally it is 
hurled at President Wilson for political purpose—this 
denuncia- 


tion of his Mexican policy, by people who would just as bitterly 
denounce him if he had intervened in Mexican affairs. 
We must 


remember always, in reading such denunciations, that a presiden- 
tial election is pending, and that politics conies first with a lot of 
people and with a lot of newspapers. 


With few exceptions, the people of this country do not want 


(President Wilson to plunge us into war with Mexico or anybody 
else. Well-informed people know that it would have to 'be done at 
a frightful cost, that it is one thing to sit in a comfortaiblo office 
and talk about intervention nnd quite another thing to dig down 
into the pockets and to pay for such intervention. 


President Wilson has so far handled the 
Mexican 
situation 


satisfactorily to a majority of our periplc. Affairs down there are 
lieing straightened out pretty well, all things considered. We do 
not minimize the anvfnuicss of this latest murder, nor do we be- 
lieve that this country should wink at any sur.h 
outlawry. 
But 


the president Is mindful of his duty to the best advantage of the 
jrcople of this country. 
The cheap, clap-trap demand 
that 
we 


send an army to Mexico and eat up all of 
the 
outlaws, 
blood, 


oones and body, is foolish, as well as cheap.

THE MEXICAN SITUATION 


(From Dayton News) 


The murder of a number of Americans ;by outlaws in ilexieo 


recently is a grave matter, of course; .but inasmuch as the 
crime 


was not committed by an "army," or under, the direction of any 
"one claiming toehold all or a part of the territory, it is entirely 
different from other disturbances -which have. taken .place down 
there. It must !be a'bated; we can not allow citizens of this coun- 
try to be nmrdefed in Mexico. But our grievance in.this instance 
is not the same as in other instances, as -where Villa or Zapata, or 
iny other revolutionist, committed the deed. 


General Carranza is endeavoring to catch the- culprits. He 


not captured; if they are. permitted to run at large; if they com- 
mit further crimes, we shall probably co-operate -with Carrauza in 
restoring order Iby running down the murderers. .But vwe shall 
probably do so in co-operation with the Carranza government,' and 
not endeavor to ourselves seize the government of Mexico,;..-'•; 


The crime committed against the Americans wus similar to one 


committed in this country several years ago in New Orleans against 
citizens of Italy. - It' is also on a -par with the crimes committed 
upon several occasions against citizens of China, out in the western 
mountains. In each of these instances we disavow any intention 
to mistreat or discriminate against citizens of other countries; we' 
assure the nations of which the dead are citizens that we will prose- 
cute those who are accused of the crime, and, we make every effort 
to entch and to convict the.murderers. Biit wo always fail in that. 


The hysterical cry that this government ou-ght to go to Mexico 


and take charge of affairs is pure demagoguery, or worse. Cer- 
tainly it is not founded on the wisdom of the day. Generally it is 
hurled at President Wilson for political purpose—this denuncia- 
lion at .his,ltexican;pplicy,;l>y people -whojwould just as bitterly 
denounce him if he had intervened in. Mexican affairs. 
AVe must 


remember always, in reading, such denunciations, that ^presiden- 
tial election is pending, and that politics comes first with a lot of 
people and -with a lot of newspapers, 
• 


With few exceptions, the people of this country do not want 


President Wilson to plunge us into war with Mexico or anybody 
plst. Well-informed people know that it would ha-ve to too done at 
a frightful cost, that it is one thing to sit in a comfortaible office 
ami talk a^bout intervention and quite, another thinjr to dig down 
into the pockets and to Ray for such intervention. 


President Wilson has so far handled the Mexican 
situation 


satisfactorily to a majority of our people. Affairs down there are 
'wing straightened out pretty well, all things considered. We do 
not minimize the a.wfulness of this latest murder, nor do we be- 


' lie.ve that this country should wink at any such 
outlawry. But 


the president ia mindful of his duty to the best advantage of the 
people of this country.. The cheap, clap-trap demand 
that 
we 


send an army to Mexico and eat up all of the 
outlaws, 
blood, 


bones aud foody, is foolish, as well as cheap.
